Jobless Folks. 
Considerable unemployment is reported in some 
Of the large cities and certain industries. As long as 
people buy goods by fits and starts, and will not 
stock, up with the things they need in advance, 
there will always be some irregularity in employ­ 
ment. This irregularity is a calamity, to be restrict­ 
ed by the community so far as possible. 
It is remarked that one of the difficulties in find­ 
ing Work for jobless folks, is the difficulty of per­ 
suading many people that it would be possible for 
them to change their occupation. These folks seem 
,tp .conceive the idea that if they follow a certain 
line for a number of years, then they must follow 
It. ail their lives. So even if that industry becomes 
overcrowded, they keep sticking to it, in spite of the 
fact that some must always be idle in that industry. 
In the business world people constantly have to 
make changes. 
Some people change far too fre­ 
quently. 
But wide awake and alert people realize 
that if conditions are not satisfactory in the line 
which they have followed heretofore, it may be bet­ 
ter to try something new'. That does not mean, how­ 
ever, that they do well to go roaming around the 
country. 
The best thing for them to do, if they feel that 
conditions are not reasonably hopeful in their own 
line, is to look around for jobs in their own home 
neighborhood, and try out something new’ and see 
if they can't do it. 
Fortunately there is reason to expect that when­ 
ever temporary depression has existed in business 
for the last few months, is likely soon to end. The 
people who are ready to take on new ideas, w’ho can 
adapt themselves to new jobs, and see new oppor­ 
tunities around home, are not going to suffer much 
from joblessness.

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Several minor attempts had been made to punish the Indians dur­ 
ing the previous year but each expedition against them had been a 
failure. When the royal Governor decided to recruit an army of three 
thousand meta and personally lead it into the heart of the Indian coun­ 
t y in the Dominion of Quebec there was universal approval in the 
colony. 
The Pickaway Plains is located in what is now Pickaway County, 
Ohio, and was noted forMhq fertility of the soil. For many years pre­ 
vious to the year 1774 the Shawnees had their villages here and farth­ 
er south along the Scioto River. 
These Indians were considered one 
of the most powerful, intelligent and warlike of all the tribes living 
between the Allegheny Mountains and the Mississippi River. A hun­ 
dred years before La Salle hatLencountered them along the Ohio and 
the Iroquois warned him to beware of them. 
The war chiel of the 
Shawnees was Cornstalk, Keigh-tugh-qua, born in 1720 near where he 
was living in 1774. His town was situated on the north bank of Scippo 
Creek and was known as Cornstalk’s town. 
His sister, Grenadier 
„ Squaw, controlled a town on the opposite side of the Creek, both being 
on the western edge of the Plains! 
There is an early record of a vil- 
1 loge in the south teeing Controlled by a Shawnee squaw. 
Cornstalk had from early life been noted as a warrior. Bouquet 
held him for a time in 1764 as a hostage and he was active in Ponti­ 
ac's war to exterminate the whites from the proscribed territory in 
1774. He had completed a confederacy of the Delawares, Miamas, O tta­ 
was, Wyandottes and his own people pledged to resist encroachments 
of settlers north of the Ohio River. 
The English king had promised 
that no white man would be allowed west or north of this river and 
the Indians felt tha’ King George stood back of them. Cornstalk had 
assembled about one thousand warriors and having kept posted con­ 
cerning Lord Dunmore’s intentions was prepared to meet him. It is 
said that Cornstalk .himself opposed armed resistance and that he re­ 
ferred the question Of making peace with the Virginians to his war­ 
riors who voted against the proposition. 
Lord Dunmor* s army of three thousand soldiers was the largest 
colonial army that bad ever advanced into the wilderness against the 
aborigines. It was believed to be so superior numerically to any force 
the Indians could muster that there would be no trouble encountered in 
bringing’ them to terms. 
Lord Dunmore’s arm y was divided into two 
parts of about equal number. 
He personally commanded one division, 
the other he placed under General Andrew Lewis directing him to 
, march to the mouth of the Great Kanawha, where ne would be joined 
I by reinforcements, and there await his coming, when, together they 
j would march through the wildern* ss to the Pickaway. Plains. 
Lord 
, Dunmoie after instructing General Lewis, changed his plan and dis­ 
patched a messenger- to General Lewis, telling him to march a t once 
to the Pickaway Plains where they would unite their forces. 
The In­ 
dians had watched closely all the movements of Lord Dunmore’s army. 
Cornstalk decided to-attack the General Lewis division a t Point Pleas­ 
ant, hoping by defeating it he would then be able to attack Lord Dun­ 
more and defeat him. 
On Monday morning, loth. day of October, 1774, the day General 
Lewis expected to start as instructed for the Plains, he was surprised, 
while the soldiers still slept, by Cornstalk and his warriors. The battle 
lasted all day and neither side could justly claim a victory. 
As night 
»approached the Indians withdrew with an unknown loss. 
There were 
1 eighty-one soldiers killed and one hundred and forty wounded. 
The 
damage was so g eat that General Lewis was unable to march as com­ 
manded for seven days. 
In the meantime Cornstalk, with what was 
left of his warriors, returned with rapidity to his base in the Pickaway 
Plains, and after full de itera tio n with all the chiefs and warriors, it 
was decided by Vote, to send a flag of truce to Lord Dunmore, who 
with his division was known to be on the march towards the Plains, 
Accordingly, a messenger bearing a flag of truce, met Lord Dunmore 
about fifteen miles east of the Shawnee Towns. 
Tho Governor con­ 
tinued his march to Scippo Creek, where he encamped on the north 
bank; the camp he named “Charlotte.’ 
On October 19th. Dunmore summoned all the Indian chiefs to coun­ 
cil at his camp. After many speeches, the articles of the compact for 
peace were prepared by Lord Dunmore and agreed to finally by the In­ 
dians with the understanding that in the following .Spring there should 
be another council at Fort Dunmore (later Fort Pitt I when the articles 
of reconciliation were ll* be confirmed formally. While this treaty was 
being discussed at (’amp Charlotte the army of General Lewis appear­ 
ed on Congo Creek( between four and five miles south of the camp. On 
the bank of the Congp, Lord Dunmore met General Lewis, and it was 
agreed that he should return over the same route by which he had 
come. leaving a few of his best troops at Camp (’harlotte with his su­ 
perior until the treaty was completed.
